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~ ANTIQUE RESTORATION GIVES 
TASTE OF PAST TO FUTURE

PORTERVILLE — It was an 
ugly looking hulk of warped 
boards, chipped paint, and one 
leg dry-rotted nearly off. The 
glass was long ago broken in the 
shelf door and even some pieces 
were missing in the old raised 
scroll work beside the mirror. It 
sagged tiredly to one side. 

No one would have wanted it 
in their home for any reason. It 
was literally useless after more 
than a century of wear and tear 
in everyday use. 

For several years now it had 
wasted away in the old barn 
waiting for some industrious 
person to come along and 
transport it to the dump during 
a cleanup project. 

That would be its final resting 
place. There it would be 
crushed, buried and finally 
moulder away - back to the dust 
that the wood from which it was 
made grew so many years ago. 

But this old secretary was not, 
destined for such a fate! During 
a visit to the owners of the barn 
in search of old items Elmer 
Ridgway, a Porterville antique 
fancier, happened to see it. 

His skilled hands caressed its 
marred surface covered by many 
coats of multi-colored paints and 
stains. His old, but sharp, eyes 
examined it carefully. In ensuing

conversation, the sale was 
consummated and the old 
secretary cabinet was carefully 
placed-in the back of Ridgway’s 
station wagon for the trip to his 
workshop, 

The first. action was to start 
dismantling the old piece. A few 
deft thumps with a rubber 
mallet and the creaky joints gave 
way, gradually separating the 
once fine piece of furniture into 
many parts: 

Dismantling ‘accomplished, 
next came coat after coat of 
stripping compound and lots of 
rubbing to remove the ages of 
paint and varnish that 
unthinking “others” had applied 
to the old cabinet to redecorate 
it and make it more presentable 
through the years of its use. 

As the stripper worked, paint 
and stains melted away. The 
glowing yellow and 
brown-grained oak wood began 
to show through. Finally it was 
done and the pieces were clean - 
ready for light sanding with fine 
sandpaper. 

The leg that was suffering 
from dry-rot posed a tougher 
problem. But Ridgway’s skill 
with hand tools was the answer. 
Soon another piece of oak wood 
was fashioned to replace the old 
and with a special splice, clamps, 
and glue the leg was as good as

. new. Only expert eyes could 
detect the repair job. 

Bits and pieces of scroll work 
from other more deteriorated 
pieces that Ridgway had 
collected down through the 
years, solved the problem of 
teplacing the scroll work missing 
from this cabinet. 

Next came the reassembly, 
after all parts were clean and all 
repairs to broken or warped 
boards had been made. 

It was a slow process! Careful 
gluing and clamping over a 
considerable period of days and 
the selected placement of light 
finishing nails finally won out. 

At the end of all the 
painstaking effort was final 
“rubbing” of the wood to bring 
it to the desired smoothness and 
sheen. Then came a light stain to 
the satin smooth surface and 
finally the application of a 
special sealer to preserve its 
wood into another century. 

The resurrection was 
complete! From what would 
have been termed by many to be 
a piece of old junk ready to be 
discarded, a valuable antique had 
been re-fashioned. Made of solid 
oak, one of the toughest woods 
known, the piece could be used 
many more years and bring a bit 
of the past into the present and 
take it on into the future. 

Ridgway, who retired as a 
carpenter, rancher, and 
storeowner. during earlier years 
of his life, restores antiques for 
the sheer pleasure of it. He also 
modestly admits that it

augments his retirement income 


His wife, Clara, also enjoys 
the fruits of her husband’s 
labors. She insisted on keeping 
the old secretary cabinet. “But 
we can’t keep them all,” he said, 
‘‘and other people enjoy 
antiques too.” 

Ridgway is not alone in his 
liking for restoration of 
antiques. There are many others 
who. perform the same art. 
However, the 72-year-old man is 
considered by some to be the 
dean of local antique fanciers 
and his opinion is sought quite 
often on values or what can be 
done to rejuvenate select pieces. 

The skilled craftsman 
particularly likes the ‘“‘basket 
cases,” those that seem to most 
to be beyond repair. “It’s a real 
challenge to restore something

like that,” he stated, “It makes 
you feel like you’ve really 
accomplished something.” 

His stained and gnarled hands 
stroking a nearly finished piece 
he was restoring, Ridgway 
commented that it is a shame 
how people let old furniture go 
to “rack and ruin” and then 
junk it when with a little effort 
it could be renewed. 

“Take this old curved-front 
dresser here,” he said. “Why it’s 
sturdy enough now to last 
another hundred years with a 
little care and attention.” 

And it looked it - - despite 
the fact Ridgway hadn’t yet 
completed the entire restoration 
project. 

In this bicentennial year, it is 
good to reflect on the past and 
also consider the future. 
Restoring old items that were 
used by our forefathers gives 
more of us a tangible grasp on 
what life was like then. Through 
these renewed items this grasp 
can also be passed into the 
future. 

It is also good that there are 
persons like Ridgway around to 
help in this capacity.

This evening after I had put the 
children to bed, washed the 
dishes after supper, gathered up 
the chickens and ducks so they 
will lay eggs where I can find 
them in the morning, and done 
the washing and ironing, | used 
the wash tub to stir up a batch 
of sourdough so BIG DARLING 
could have pancakes for 
breakfast. I still have the starter 
that MONA GAUGER gave me 
years ago before we started on 
this. dumb trip. Some miners 
tried to take my starter away 
from me, but I shot them. It has 
been a little rough today.

BIG DARLING 
looks so handsome on his big 
white horse, that reminds me, I 
should wash that horse before | 
go to bed. BIG DARLING likes 
to ride at the front of the wagon 
train so he won’t get so much 
dust in his eyes. He has blue eyes 
and likes to keep them nice. He 
comes riding by now and then 
and offers to carry’ my 
sourdough starter. He just does 
this to tease me. I keep my 
starter in my blouse to keep it 
nice and warm. Today was so 
hot it bubbled up all over the 
place. The boys have been a real 
help on this trip. They all have 
horses and guns and things, and 
they ride around trying to get 
the Smith girls to look at them. 
They make a lot of dust for the 
women who are mixing up their 
sourdough in the backs of the 
wagons, but I guess boys will be 
boys. 

I hope I can read this in years 
to come. The wagon is bumping 
so much, it makes it hard to 
write. JUDY JUNE is driving 
today. She wanted something to 
do while she was churning the 
butter.

Modem science is so 
wonderful, and it makes her feel 
secure and wanted.

DAVIS — The Agricultural 
Leadership Program, with four

Meat Production, 
Value Down 
For State In 1975 


SACRAMENTO —. Farm 
production of meat animals in 
California during 1975 was 1.95 
billion pounds, 3 per cent below 
the previous year. according to 
the state crop and _ livestock 
reporting service. 

Cattle and calves accounted 
for nearly 95 per cent of the 
total meat production while 
sheep and lambs accounted for 3 
per cent and hogs and pigs 2 per 
cent. 

Value of production of the 
three species totaled $707 
million, a 10 per cent decrease 
from last year. The value 
decrease is mostly attributed to 
lower prices for cattle, calves, 
and sheep. 

Cash receipts from 
marketings of these meat 
animals in the state during 1975 
totaled $1.15 billion. a 10 per 
cent decrease from 1974 and 8 
per cent below 1973.
